Insurance, Industry and Thrift. 


In a recent address before the Boston Life Underwriters' 


Association, F. J. Clark, • president :qf-the National Association 
of I ife Underwriters, made the statement that-85 out of every 
HJO'men leave at their death no income-practicing.estate, that 
90-ner cent, of the widows lack the common comforts of life 
and that 35'per cent, of them are left in absolute want. Of 
course the,'remedy for this lamentable state of things, accord- 
ing to the speaker, is life insurance. He is a life insurance 
man and was addressing life insurance men. 
' And life insurance is all right. It is one of the best things 
in thej-world, but it is not the only means by which a man, it 
reasonably successful and prudent, can leave something for 
the support of his family in case he is taken away. 
A home 


that is paid for, humble though it may be, is worth much to a 
family that has been bereft of its head, and a savings bank ac- 
count, even though not large, is very helpful. 
All ol these 


things are entitled to consideration along with the propriety 
and desirability of a reasonable amount of life insurance which 
every man, at least every family'mail, should carry. 


One of the beauties of life insurance is that the money goes 


to the widow or children'and cannot be taken from them to 
satisfy any claim. It is theirs'. 
If property is left in any other 


form it can be "taken for debt. To be sure, honest people 
would not in ordinary circumstances avoid the payment of 
legitimate debts, even under the protection of life insurance 
laws, but it is wortli something for a widow, having perhaps 
a number of young children, lo.be.lefl in a position where she 
and they do not face the poor-house, whatever befalls. 


So much can be said for life insurance. 
But a mistake is 


made by any man who depends entirely upon it to provide for 
his family in case of his removal by death. Every man shoulc 
endeavor to have something of his own. 
He should strive 


to own his home and to have a little nest-egg laid by that he 
can put his hand on in case of exigency before death, 
should try to place himself in a position in which he has not 
got to die to win.
